Claims 3-8, 10-11, 14-21, 23-25 and 27-33 are rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-12 of U.S. Patent No. 6,469,379. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the compositions of 
the application are claimed as part of the assembly of the claims of the patent. The 
assembly of the claims of the application are obvious over the assembly of the patent 
since it would have been obvious to couple the thermal spreader of the patent using the 
composition disclosed in each of the patent and the application. The method steps of 
the application are simply a recitation of mixing the components specified by the patent.
